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Town Manager given 
new 3-year contract

Town Manager Michael Caira and 
the Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
Monday night reached a three year, 
$230,000 contract extension 
agreement. 

When asked if he were happy with 
the new contract, Caira responded 
"I'm satisfied with the contract I've 
received.” 

Caira, whose second three-year 
term as town manager begins July 1 
of this year, will receive the same 
base salary, $75,000, for the first 
year of the contract. He will then 
garner 2 1/2 percent raises in each 
of the next two remaining years. 
The town manager will be paid 
$76,875 for 1995 and $78,796 in 
1996. 

"I think we worked a good deal on 
behalf of the town,” said Selectmen 
Michael McCoy, who along with 


Selectmen Robert Cain comprised a 
contract subcommittce and 
principal negotiators, 

The main difference between this 
contract and the one that expires 
July 1 is a decrease in insurance 
benefits for the town manager. 

Caira is entitled to $2,200 in 
benefits in the final year of his 
present contract. Selectmen, 
however, negotiated to eliminate 
that provision and replace it with an 
insurance annuity worth one 
percent of Caira’s base salary. 

That translates into a total benefits 
package worth $2,307, as opposed 
to $6,600 given the current terms. 
Taken with the $3,796 in salary 
increases Caira will receive, the 
reduced insurance benefits saves the 
town approximatcly $498 over the 
three years. 


"We've saved the taxpayers money 
on insurance," McCoy stated. 

The contract was negotiated over 
the last month-and-a-half during 
four separate subcommittee 
mectings held in executive session 
with Caira, and two half hour 
executive sessions with the full 
board. 

The board of sclectmen voted, 
3-0, on November 23 of last year to 
extend Caira’s contract. Chairman 
Chester Bruce then appointed 
McCoy and Cain to the negotiation 
subcommittee. Selectmen Gerald 
Duggan and Diane Allan abstained 
from voting for a contract 
extension. 

"Its a good contract for the 
manager and I think it's a great 
contract for the town," McCoy 
concluded. 


Miceli solves bus problem

Representative James Miceli has 
found at least a partial, and very 
possibly a total solution to problems 
attached.to the Wilmington Board 
of Selectmen's expressed wishes of 
bringing Lowell Regional Transit 
Authority (LRTA) bus service to 
the town. 

Plans to join the LRTA were 
abandoned earlier this year when 
Town Manager Michael Caira 
announced it was not possible for 
the town to contract with the 
regional transit authority since 
Wilmington already belonged to the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority (MBTA). 

But Miceli has found a way around 
that dilemma through meetings with 
Transportation Committee 
Chairman Steven Carroll - 
specifically, a generic line-item in 
the transportation bond bill that will 
allow towns to do business with 
local transit authorities for services, 


WHS Band marches in Washington D.C.

The Wilmington High School 
marching band, replete with brand 
new uniforms down to their 
Converse marching shoes, sounded 
and looked great as they joined 17 
other high school bands for the St.

The Tomb of the Unknown 
Soldier, at Arlington, offered 
junior color guard Lorilynn Fenton 
her fondest sight-seeing memory,

Both sides happy with 
discrimination settlement

Wilmington library employce 
Dorothy Wiberg and the Town of 
Wilmington have officially settled 
the former's discrimination 
complaint according to a joint 
statement issued by the town and 
Wiberg. 

"The Town and Ms, Wiberg both 
are pleased that this settlement has 
allowed them to avoid prolonged 
and divisive litigation,” reads the 
statement. 

Wiberg, who contends she was 
discriminated against on the basis of 
age and sex in applying for a 
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full-time library position, has 
agreed to settle those claims in 
return for appointment to a vacant, 
full-time position as Technical 
Services Aide, effective March 14 
of this year, This position is 
different than the one Wiberg 
originally sought. 

In addition, the Town of 
Wilmington's insurer has agreed to 
pay Wiberg'’s legal fees as incurred 
to the present. 

"By agreeing to settle her claims 
against the Town and its employees, 
the Town and Ms. Wiberg have, in 
effect, agreed to disagree on 


whether or not she was treated 
fairly," the statement reads, 

Indeed, both sides the town and 
Wiberg, who filed her complaint 
with the Massachusetts Council of 
Discrimination (MCAD) after being 
denied promotion to full-time status 
last August, seem pleased with the 
outcome. 

"Dorothy's happy to be working 
full-time at the library...and to have 
had her issues addressed,” Wiberg's 
attorney Sven D. Wiberg stated. 

"It's a win-win situation,” Town 
Manager Michael Caira said. "The 
town was not found at fault." 
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despite MBTA membership. 

"This [line-item] takes care of 
that,” said Miceli, who has now set 
his sights on finding monies for 
Wilmington to fund the bus service 
with. 

One possible avenue for funding 
could come via what Miceli says 
will be a substantial increase in 
Chapter 90 reimbursements from 
the commonwealth to the various 
cities and towns 

“Wilmington can expect up to 
$183,000 more than they received 
last year,” Miceli stated. "Which is 
a windfall to a small town." 

Perhaps more important, a Ch. 90 
amendment will be added that will 
"liberalize the way [cilies and 
towns] can spend that money,” 
according to Miceli. 

Ch. 90 funds have traditionally 


been earmarked for infrastructure 
and road work 

Now, Miccli said, towns "can now 
spend these monics on various other 
items;" then, "monies that the 
community budgeied for other 
purposes might be freed up." 

For, say, bus service. 

Wilmington taxpayers will vote at 
Annual Town Meeting for, among 
other things, allocation of funds for 
sidewalks, as budgeted by Caira. 
Instead, sidewalks could be 
constructed using Ch. 90 monies, 
and the budgeted amount for 
sidewalks could be used to do 
business with the LRTA. 

Miceli has still other options he 
may yet pursue for acquiring bus 
funds for Wilmington, 

"I might try to put some monies 
into the [state's] annual budget for 
them to use," he stated.

Over the past few days, the 
‘superintendent of schools has 
‘spoken out very strongly and 
| Clearly about the need to reopen the 
| Boutwell Street School as the only 

viable means of relieving the 
| worsening overcrowding of the 
‘town's elementary schools. As 
everyone probably knows by now, 
the only way to reopen the Boutwell 
School is to approve the Proposition 
2 1/2 override scheduled for April 
16, * 

The facts are clear, if the Boutwell 
does not reopen, classroom sizes 
will swell in the elementary grades - 
with many classes having a student 
to teacher ratio of over 30 to one. 
As a result, the children in the 
elementary grades will no longer be 
able to receive a quality education 
despite the excellent teachers and 
administrators in our town's school 
system. 

When many of us attended school 

| years ago, a teacher's job was much 
more straight forward - i.e. 
, teaching the ‘core’ subjects of math, 
science, English, reading, history, 
‘etc. In today’s world, we expect 
‘teachers to not only teach, but to 
‘perform many duties of a social 
worker. Teachers today must 


confront issues such as domestic 


violence, families in crisis, and 
substance abuse among other things. 
They must also prepare our 
children to succeed in a competitive, 
high technology world where an 
understanding of computer 
technology will be essential to 
getting a job or going to college. 

If 30 plus students per classroom 
was unacceptable when we were 
kids, it is absolutely intolerable 
today! Given all of the complexities 
of educating children in the 1990s, 
classrooms of this size will severely 
inhibit a teacher's ability to provide 
any level of individual attention to a 
child. Even worse, it will lead to an 
environment where some children 
slip through the cracks altogether at 
a time when they are the most 
impressionable and vulnerable. 
There reopening of the Boutwell 
School this September will be a 
significant step in avoiding these 
very unfortunate consequences. 

I am confident the people of 
Wilmington will not let our 
children down and will vote Yes on 
the Proposition 2 1/2 override on 
April 16.

Dear Larz: 

I read with interest your "Point of 
View" column on February 9, 
headed "Another Insulting Nick- 
name Bites the Dust." I am Vice 
President for Student Life at 
Merrimack College and in that 
capacity I have administrative 
responsibility for our athletic 
programs. As you mentioned in 
your article, the Merrimack teams 
play under the title of “Warrior.” 
The logo associated with that title is 
an Indian head with local tribal 
headdress. 

A number of years ago, several 
constituencies on campus were 
concerned about the insult which 
use of thaptitleandoge infligted on 
tribal P ples, We phn po 
serious discussion about these 
concerns. At that time, the 
Merrimack student newspaper, the 
Warrior, decided to change its 
name, Our athletic teams did not 
change their name. 

We received a lot of criticism, 
specifically from alumni, for even 
considering changing the name of 
our athletic teams, but that was not 
the reason we did not abandon the 
tribal title ‘Warrior,’ In March of 
1992 we had Sister Jose Hobday, a 
Roman Catholic nun who is an 
expert in native spirituality and 
herself a member of the Seneca 
Iroquois people, deliver our campus 
ministry lecture. 

We took advantage of her visit to 
seek counsel regarding the title 
‘Warrior.’ She encouraged us to do 
two things: One was.to consult the 
local tribes to get their feedback 
regarding our use of the title 
‘Warrior’ and the specific logo 
which Merrimack uses. She also 
helped us to understand that 


Dear Larz: 

I strongly oppose the repeal of 
no-fault automobile insurance. 

The Senate's recent passage of S. 
1548 (the so-called "No-Fault 
Repeal Bill") sends a strong 
anti-consumer message to 
Massachusetts drivers. The bill will 
cost the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts $391 million and will 
raise my auto insurance rates by 
some $119 per car. In addition, it 
puts the special interest of both trial 
attorneys and chiropractors before 
the interests of drivers. 

Proponents of the repeal of 
no-fault suggest that increased 
litigation will lower insurance costs 
- this is pure nonsensée. The same 
arguments being pushed by the trial 
attorneys to repeal no-fault today in 
Massachusetts were used in the 
repeal of Pennsylvania's no-fault in 
1984. After five years of rapidly 
escalating bodily injury costs, 
however, Pennsylvania returned 
no-fault to their insurance system. 

For the past two years, companies 
writing automobile insurance in 
Massachusetts have advocated 
meaningful reform of the current 
no-fault system. Our motivation in 
this effort is simple - we have seen 
bodily injury rates escalate by 
double digit factors year after year,

tribal peoples. The student athlete at 
Merrimack is a warrior in the sense 
that participation in athletics, 
academic excellence and personal 
and spiritual development helps 
bring them closer to realizing the 
ideal of the warrior as understood 
in the tribal tradition; that is, as one 
who develops the life of the spirit 
and works toward the perfection of 
his or her soul. 

Athletics is an important 
dimension, but only one dimension, 
of being a true ‘warrior.’ Hobday's 
remarks helped us to rethink the use 
of the title 'Warrior.’ We still have 
much discussion to entertain and we 
certainly in no way accept the 
degrading use of mascots and 
misunderstood gestures, but the 
noble tradition of the warrior is one 
which our students, and all students, 
would do well to imitate.

This change has been made at the 
urging of members of the Board of 
Selectmen and the Public Works 
Superintendent.

Wetlands Protection Bylaw hearing March 23 


The Wilmington Conservation 
Commission will hold another 
}public information meeting on the 
(proposed Wetlands Protection 
; Bylaw and proposed regulations on 
‘March 23,7 p.m. in the auditorium 
‘of the Town Hall, 121 Glen Road, 
Wilmington. The informational 
{necting will be the third of a series 
“to be held by the Conservation 
Commission to receive public 
comments on the proposed Wetland 
Protection Bylaw and regulations 
'which are currently being 
“developed, 
> At the February 9 public 
‘informational meeting the 
© Conservation Commission accepted 
© comments on the draft bylaw and, as 
"é result of comments received at 
‘that meeting and subsequent to it, 
"have made a number of revisions to 
“the bylaw. The commission has 
deleted the section on consulting 
fees and has restricted bond 
requirements to projects which 
require or propose wetland 


replication or restoration. Since the 
bylaw was drafted the State has 
recently amended the Wetlands 
Protection Act to include abutter 
notification. The commission 
therefore revised its abutter 
notification procedure to include 
both new state requirements and 
planning board requirements. The 
commission also added sewer 
structures to the list of exemptions 
for maintenance, repair or 
replacement of existing structures. 
Finally, the commission clarified 
restrictions in the 100 foot buffer 
zone. A 15 foot continuous strip of 
undisturbed land and an additional 
10 foot wide structure setback will 
be required adjacent to wetlands 
with the exception of land subject to 
flooding. 

At the March 9 meeting, the 
commission clarified some 
misconceptions about the bylaw. 
One concern expressed was that 
future commissions may enact 
stricter regulations which do not 
need Town Meeting approval. It 


was explained that the commission 
can be no stricter in the regulations 
than the bylaw itself. Thus, the 
Conservation Commission could not 
require a greater setback than what 
is in the bylaw without coming back 
to Town Meeting for the town's 
approval. 

In addition, the commission 
clarified that the bylaw would not 
prevent all work in backyards. The 
bylaw would actually establish a 
minor project category. Small 
projects like sheds and decks located 
outside the setback would no longer 
have to file with the Conservation 
Commission as they currently do - a 
simple notification process would 
suffice, The bylaws also included a 
hardship clause that would allow the 


Conservation Commission 
flexibility regarding existing 
homes. 

An outline of the draft regulations 
and the difference between them 
and the current state regulations is 
available at the Planning and 


Conservation Office in the Town 
Hall. The draft Wetlands Protection 
Bylaw is also available. These 
regulations will clarify aspects of 
the bylaw and would be adopted” 
subsequent to Town Meeting 
acceptance of the bylaw. Public 
meetings to discuss the proposed 
regulations which are currently 
being developed will continue after 
Town Meeting. 

The purpose of the Wetland 
Protection Bylaw and regulations is 
to further protect wetlands in 
Wilmington and to provide more 
local control. Wetlands are a 
resource to the Town in that they 
protect water supply, provide flood 
control, prevent pollution, protect 
fisheries and provide wildlife 
habitat.

Dear Larz: 

After analyzing the FY 95 budget, 
Dr. O'Donnell has stated that 
moving the fifth grade to the middle 
school and eighth grade to the high 
school is no longer a viable option. 
The cost of moving the eighth grade 
to high school would be 
approximately $300,000, There is 
no extra money in the FY 95 budget 

f to support this move, 

This move was originally the 
backup plan if a Proposition 2 1/2 
override to reopen the Boutwell 
School did not pass. We are pleased 
to see that this backup plan is no 
longer an option.In the Advocates 
for Children's Education fact sheet, 
it was stated that moving the fifth 
and eighth grades was the alternate 
plan. If you have received one of 
those sheets, disregard that fact. 
New sheets are being printed. 

We are displeased to hear that if 
the Boutwell School does not open, 
20 of the elementary classrooms 


will have 27-34 students in a 
classroom. These numbers break 
down to nine classrooms having 
27-28 students and 11 classrooms 
having more than 30 students. What 
is an intolerable situation this year 
will only be worse next year. 
Enrollments could increase over the 
summer with new families moving 
into town, 

Registration for kindergarten that 
was held March 1-4 accounts for 80 
percent of the kindergartners. 
Approximately 20 percent come in 
over the summer to register. The 
students registered thus far: 
Shawsheen, 117; Woburn Strect, 
86; and Wildwood 57. If only 20 
percent come in over the summer, 
the schools will be over their 
projected numbers for 
kindergarten. This overcrowding is 
unacceptable and that is why the 
Boutwell School is so needed. Vote 
Yes for a Proposition 2 1/2 
override. It will benefit everyone in 
the community.

Spring is here, really!

, _ Spring officially starts on Sunday, 
if you can believe it. 

, + After endless weeks in the deep- 
freeze, snowbanks that won't melt 
until June, and an ice layer on the 
ponds that is still safe enough for 
driving (but think twice about that, 
please!), it felt like Spring would 
never get here. 

But it's here, The Vernal Equinox 
occurs on Sunday, at precisely 3:48 
p-m., when the sun moves across the 
equator, making day and night equal 
in length. Days have been getting 
longer since the Winter Solstice in 


,,, December, but the days haven't felt 


very long, have they? Note that the 
sun now sets much later than it did 
around Christmas. 

At my house, we've got narcissus 
and daffodils sprouting, ‘in the strip 
,« Sarden along the house foundation, 

‘and the crocus will be poking up 

through the snow soon. The signs 

are all in place -- Spring is here! 

Birds will be migrating soon, the 
spring peepers are getting ready to 
stir, and before you know it we'll be 
awash in green again. 

We've all heard Tennyson's saying 
about "In the spring, a young man's 
fancy lightly turns to thoughts of 
love," but it isn't quite true. Humans 
think about such activities more in 
the Autumn than in Spring, it's been 

+ found, but there is courtship aplenty 
| in the air in the spring. 
For example, pickerel and pike are 
spring spawners. Before or during 
( ice-out, the pickerel are thrashing in 
, the shallows in romantic entangle- 
, ments, which helps explain why the 
, Pickerel are so easy to catch through 
, the ice, but they're as scarce as hen's 

teeth in open water. Under the ice, 


coming days when they'll stop eating 
altogether, for the duration of the 
spring spawn. 

The perch are also packed full of 
egg sacs right now (well, at least the 
females -- don't be so picky!) If you 
have a sense of epicurean adventure, 
perch eggs fried in butter is said to 
be a delicious freshwater treat. I've 
never been much on caviar, so I'm a 
lousy judge of Fish-Egg Surprise. 

Birds will also be courting about 
this time of year, and it's fun to peek 
in on their trysts. If you see a pair 
of birds acting strangely -- jumping 
up and down at each other, or flying 
into each other -- they're probably 
in a courting ritual. Each species of 
bird has it's own ritual, and I believe 
the dances help them tell one species 
from another. If you don't know the 
right steps you're obviously from a 
different tribe, to hit the road. 

On Tuesday afternoon, I watched a 
pair of red-tailed hawks circling in 
the sky above Nahill's Pharmacy in 
Tewksbury, Hawks normally hunt 
alone, so secing a matched pair in 
the same corner of the sky can only 
mean one thing... 

Insects are stirring, with a number 
of winged wanderers already about 
despite the cold. There are just too 
many sorts of insects to keep track 
of them all, but here comes the wave 
again. 

As of Sunday, it's Spring! Get out 
of the house, breathe some fresh air 
for a change, get some sunshine on 
your skin, and enjoy life. 

Winter is over, Believe it.

pending a week on the 
Gere Barrier Reef in 
Queensland, Australia, 
sounds like a dream vacation for 
most folks, but it will be an edu- 
cation for young Kate Connors 
of Malden. 

Not that this 14-year-old 
eighth grader from Immaculate 
Conception School won’t have 
the time of her life, because she 
will. But as a_ Student 
Ambassador in the People to 
People Youth Science Exchange 
Program, Kate will also learn a 
new culture and get a taste of 
what the future may hold for 
her. 


“I'd like to become a marine 
biologist,” said Kate, sounding 
more like an eager college stu- 
dent than the girl who last year 
took first place in her school’s 
“Terrific Kid” contest. “That 
was one of the reasons I was 
interested in this.” 

She'll have ample opportunity 
to discover more about her 
career dreams. While on the 
Great Barrier Reef, which 
extends 1,200 miles along 
Australia’s northeastern coast, 
Kate and 31 fellow Student 
Ambassadors will learn about 
different types of marine life in 
the world's largest living ecosys 
tem.

Kathy and my Aunt Nora 
went on a three week vacation 
to Greece last summer.

Rabbitt talks 


Woburn schools 


Although he apologized for 
referring to the new Massa- 
chusetts Education Reform Act 
as “fruitcake legislation,” 
Woburn’s Mayor John Rabbitt 
spiced up his most recent inau- 
gural address with remarks con- 
veying his feelings about 
Massachusetts educational regu- 
lations, federal responsibilities 
and the current state not only of 
the Woburn schools but of the 
City of Woburn. 

In his 10 years as mayor, this 
marks the first time he has 
included the schools in an inau- 
gural address. The particularly 
hard-for-Rabbitt-to-swallow 
slices of educational reality go 
like this: 

“The funding of the Woburn 
schools must be broken down 
into two fiscal years - F'Y-94, the 
present budget and FY-95, the 
budget starting July 1, 1994,” 
says Rabbitt 

“Tt is no secret that the F'Y-94 
school budget is in serious 
deficit caused by a number of 
reasons. Deferred contractual 
increases must be paid this fis- 
cal year. The Education Early 
Retirement Program, which was 
originally going to save $250,000, 
now appears will cost $200,000. 

“The new school reform pack- 
age aid from the state of 
$219,000 was reduced by $98,000, 
due to cutbacks in other state 
educational reimbursements. 

“Because of these factors, 
and the defeat of the Proposi- 
tion 2 1/2 override, I will be sub- 
mitting a number of transfers to 
the City Council,” says Rabbitt. 


Comfort is still 


Is Education Reform Act 


“These transfers must come 
from the government side of the 
budget to the School Depart- 
ment. 


“As you know the new educa- 
tional act was implemented by 
the state in FY-94 - although in 
meetings with the Department 
of Revenue, it appears we will 
be funding education by $2 mil- 
lion over the base required by 
the state in FY-94 

“There are many deficiencies 
in this new law,” he continues. “I 
apologize for using the term 
‘fruitcake legislation, but con 
sider the financial base of this 
legislation which states that the 
base must be increased by three 
percent every yeai by each city 
and town. 

“Yet under Proposition 2 1/2, 
the tax base minus new con 
struction can only go up by 2 1/2 
percent 

“Only a preschool student, or 
a modern math major, could for- 
mulate that type of math. It is 
unfortunate that the state of 
Massachusetts does not support 
education in Woburn 

“The direct cost of education 
in Woburn will be $25 million 
The state reimbursement under 
Chapter 70 will be $1.8 million 
This is not supporting educa 
tion. 

“Unless there are major 
changes in the Education 
Reform Act in four years, the 
City of Woburn will be depleting 
police, fire and public works 
budgets to meet the financial 
burden of the education pack- 
age. 

“It will be the goal of this 
administration to work with the 
School Committee to prepare

changes and formulate revisions 
for the act, and increase finan- 
cial support from the state for 
education in Woburn 

“In my five previous inaugur- 
al addresses, I have limited my 
remarks to the problems and 
goals of the City of Woburn,” 
notes Rabbitt. “However, we are 
now at a point in time where 
national issues and the economy 
directly impact the life and safe- 
ty of all citizenry, as well as the 
education of our children. I feel 
national issues should be men- 
tioned .... 

“On the local level, we must 
be continuously vigilant in keep- 
ing the budget balanced in order 
to insure a continuing stable and 
attractive tax base. It is impera- 
tive that we create an atmos- 
phere that is conducive to 
attracting stable business to our 
industrial areas. 

“Stability in city govern- 
ment,” says Rabbitt, “is not only 
good for the taxpayer, but will 
help reduce unemployment for 
everyone, including students 
aspiring to further their educa- 
tions.” 

As for Rabbitt’s “currant” ref- 
erences to what he never actual- 
ly termed “nutty” legislation, he 
did, in apologizing, give 
Woburnites the opportunity to 
digest his message, and during 
the course of his discussion of 
national issues, he steps right up 
to the plate, urging concerned 
citizens to put into practice their 
write-to-vote. 

In any case, in the matters of 
education and dough, Rabbitt 
did not mince words. We all 
know how popular fruitcake is 
these days — and that’s certainly 
food for thought in and out of 
Woburn.

and with such abusive abandon, 
that Leary announces, "I've kid- 
napped my parents." Everything 
in their paths becomes fodder 
for their verbal grenades. Even 
as Leary ties them up and bran- 
dishes a gun, they bicker about 
infidelity, financial problems 
and long-festering resentments. 


What this miserable couple, 
and their equally unpleasant rel- 
atives, don't realize is they've 
met their match in Gus. An out- 
sider with no stake in the family, 
he can cut through the emotion- 
al baggage and point out exactly 
what is wrong with this couple, 
their kid and their in-laws. When 
Spacey's parsimonious, domi- 
neering mother and bickering 
relatives arrive on the scene, 
Gus hides his gun and joins the 
less-than-gay festivities as a 
marriage counselor. That they 
accept a therapist without any 
question is part of the film's 
edgy charm. That the antagonis- 
tic couple just don't head out the 
back door is a problem. 

The movie has a funny, cyni- 
cal bite to it that compensates 
for an ending straight out of a 
Hollywood marketing meeting. 
Davis, best known for her dra- 
matic roles, has a remarkable 
comic timing - she can do as 
much with an arched eyebrow 
as Leary can with his incisive 
honesty. Leary, who made a 
name for himself through his 
vitriolic comedic commentary, 
has a rapid-fire, angry delivery 
that is nearly the film's center 
point. What is surprising, and to 
the film's credit, is that he does- 
n't overpower the other players. 


That the actors are allowed to 
portray angry, nasty people 
without having to make them 
cute, like the grasping relatives 
in Greedy, gives this movie its 
snap and sizzle. Even as the plot 
becomes more and more outra- 
geous, the movie is infused with 
such raw energy that you can't 
help but laugh. It is just too bad 
this black comedy was released 
as Spring approaches. It would 
have been better to release this 
during the holiday season, when 
we would have appreciated an 
anecdote to the commercialism 
and forced good will.

“Even moderate levels of 
physical activity provide signifi- 
cant health benefits,” says 
Kenneth H. Cooper, M.D., 
M-P.H., world renown fitness 
expert and author.

On Sunday, April 24, from 9 
a.m: to 3:30 p.m., New England 
Memorial Hospital is offering a 
day-long program called 
“Taking Care: A Workshop for 
Families Caring for Parents.”

Audiences roared witi laugh- 
ter when Marilyn Monroe, star 
of the 1950s movie comedy, 
"How to Marry a Millionaire," 
stumbled over furniture and 
walked into walls to avoid being 
seen wearing glasses. 

For mort people, looking a lit- 
tle different in glasses is a small 
price to pay for better eyesight. 
But appearance isn't the only 
reason Americans in record

tors for surgery that can elimi- 
nate the need for glasses. 

"I've always wanted to try 
skiing and do more swimming 
and other sports, but wearing 
glasses held me back," said 
Julianne Flaherty of Woburn. 
"I'd worry they'd fog up, fall off 
or I'd lose them somewhere.

SKIING AND TEACHING THE SPORT to her chil- 
dren, Megan 5, and Ryan, 3, is now possible for 
Julianne Flaherty of Woburn. Her severe, lifelong 
nearsightedness was corrected with RK, a ten minute 
procedure at the Horsley Eye clinic. 


Julianne suffered from near- 
sightedness, a condition that 
affects more than 70 million 
Americans. 

She went to the Horsley Eye 
Clinic in Stoneham after hearing 
about new advances in an opera- 
tion her father had 10 years ago. 
That was Radial Keratotomy, or 
RK as it's commonly known. 

"I thought it was crazy, then" 
she recalls. "It was really exper- 
imental at that time and there 
was definite pain involved." Her 
father was happy with the 
results, but Julianne was reluc- 
tant to have the procedure done 
on herself. 

Julianne's doctor, Wilson 
Horsley, M.D., a board certified 
ophthalmologist and chief of 
ophthalmology at New England 
Memorial Hospital, said that RK 
was first developed in the 70s in 
the former Soviet Union and 
quickly picked up by U.S. sur- 
geons. 

Since then, ophthalmologists 
have refined the procedure and 
developed more sophisticated 
equipment, such as new dia- 
mond-based instruments, to 
make RK more precise than 
ever. 

"Today RK is a safe, effec- 
tive, permanent and painless 
means of correcting nearsight- 
edness," says Dr. Horsley. The 
surgery takes less than 10 min- 
utes for each eye, and is per- 
formed on an outpatient basis in 


the doctor's office. 

Not everyone is a candidate 
for RK, Horsley cautions. But 
for many people with astigma- 
tism or nearsightedness, it can 
be a welcome alternative to 
glasses or contacts. Athletes, 
firefighters, police and others 
who depend on accurate vision 
to make fast decisions, often feel 
uncomfortable relying on glass- 
es. For them, RK is a great 
advantage. 

"Patients are given sedation 
so they feel relaxed, but they're 
awake through the entire proce- 
dure. We use eye drops to numb 
the eye. It's painless and there 
are very few restrictions on 
activities afterward," Dr. 
Horsley says. 


Julianne, who works at 
Highland Healthcare in 
Winchester, is pleased with the 
new activities now open to her. 
She looks forward to such sports 
as skiing and swimming with 
her children, Ryan, 3, and 
Megan, 5. 


"The day after the operation, 
the alarm woke me up and | 
could read the time without hav- 
ing to reach for my glasses. I 
could never do that before," she 
said

Eye pressure and you 


Glaucoma is a condition in 
which pressure created by fluid 
in one or both of the eyes builds 
up to an abnormally high level. 
When this pressure, called 
Intraocular Pressure, remains 
elevated over a period of time, 
damage to the nerve of the eye, 
called the optic nerve, occurs. 
The elevated eye pressure can 
compress and damage the nerve 
fibers which interrupts the 
transmission of visual messages 
from the eye to the brain. If 
glaucoma is left untreated, the 
result is a permanent and irre- 
versible loss of vision and ulti- 
mately, blindness. 

Glaucoma is one of the lead- 
ing causes of blindness in people 
over 40, Glaucoma can be inher- 
ited, and therefore if a family 
member is known to have glau- 
coma, the chance that other 
members of the family may 
develop or have glaucoma is 
increased. 

Glaucoma, like high blood 
pressure, is usually a silent dis- 
ease. A person may not know 
that he or she has glaucoma 
because a person usually cannot 
sense that their eye pressure is 
elevated. Sometimes, the only 
indication of having glaucoma is 
the presence of blurry vision, 
which may indicate that damage 
to the eye is already occurring 

There are two different kinds 
of glaucoma, open angle, which 
is the most common type, and 
closed angle or acute glaucoma 
which is relatively rare. In open 
angle glaucoma, the drainage 
channels are open but slowly 
become clogged over time 
resulting in a gradual rise in the 
eye pressure. There 1s usually no 

pain with this type of glaucoma. 
However, acute glaucoma; or 
closed angle glaucoma is differ- 
ent from open angle glaucoma 
because the eye pressure goes 
up very quickly, within a matter 
of hours, due to complete block- 
age of the drainage channels by 
the iris. Acute glaucoma tsually 
causes a sudden decrease in 
vision and a painful red eye. It 
required immediate treatment 

Glaucoma can’t 'be cured, but 
it can be treated and controlled. 
The treatment for glaucoma 
includes eye drops, oral medica- 
tions, laser surgery, and micro- 
surgery. Eye drops are the most 
commonly prescribed treatment 
for glaucoma. There are many 
different type of glaucoma med- 
ications which act to lower the 
eye pressure. In many cases, eye

medications alone cannot con- 
trol the eye pressure at which 
point, Laser Surgery may be 
performed to help lower the eye 
pressure. The laser makes a 
small burn or opening in the 
drainage channels to improve 
drainage and reduce the eye 
pressure. In severe cases of 
glaucoma, microsurgery of the 
eye is required to make a new 
channel in the eye which allows 
the intraocular fluid to by 
the clogged drainage channels. 


Individuals with glaucoma 
are also at risk for other eye 
problems. One of the things to 
watch out for is the formation of 
cataracts. The symptoms of 
cataract also include blurry 
vision, glare and problems with 
reading or driving at night 
Cataracts are a common disor: 
der, more common than glauco- 
ma. However, if a cataract does 
form, the only way to treat it is 
to have the clouded lens in the 
eye surgically removed 

Mark A. Latina, M.D., a spe

A promising new natural fer. 
tilization procedure is now being 
offered by the New England 
Memorial Fertility Center to 
couples trying to overcome 
problems of infertility. Called 
NORIF (Natural Oocyte 
Retrieval Intravaginal Fertiliza- 
tion), the procedure is a simpler, 
less expensive, and less time- 
consuming alternative to the 
more traditional medicated In 
Vitro Fertilization (IVF) 
Claude Ranoux, M.D., director 
of the New England Memorial 
Fertility Center’s reproductive 
biology lab, was part of the orig 
inal three-person team that 
developed the NORIF procedure 
two years ago in France. Now he 
teaches the procedure to infertil- 
ity specialists around the world 


DR. CLAUDE RA 
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According to Ranoux, NORIF 
is an attractive option for cou- 
ples for many reasons. “First, 
there are not drugs involved in 
this procedure,” says Ranoux 
“We retrieve the egg during a 
woman's natural cycle. In this 
way, the chances of multiple 
births are greatly reduced 
because we have not used hor- 
mones to stimulate the produc- 
tion of additional eggs. “Second, 
in this procedure the mother is 
a more active participant. Her 
own body, not a piece of labora- 
tory equipment, is used to incu. 
bate the embryo. She feels more 
involved, more maternalistic 
Psychologically this is much 
more pleasant for the patient 

During the NOK procedure, 
one egg is taken from the 


part of the original three-person team that developed 
the NORIF procedure two years ago in France, 


woman's body and fertilized 
with her partner’s sperm in a 
small test tube, The test tube is 
then inserted into the woman's 
vagina and held in place with a 
diaphragm. The woman's own 
body temperature incubates the 
egg for a period of 48 hours, 
after which time the test tube is 
removed and the embryo is 
checked under a microscope. If 
the egg has been successfully 
fertilized, the embryo is then 
placed in the woman's uterus 
and pregnancy is achieved 

“This is a very simple proce 
dure which can be done in an 
outpatient office without anes: 
thesia or surgery,” says Ranoux 
“The retrieval time is short and 
there are few complications or 
negative side effects. Any 
woman who could be a candi 
date for traditional medicated 
IVF could choose this procedure 
as an option. It is a real option, 
especially since it costs so much 
less.” 

At one third the cost of con 
ventional IVF, NORIF_is an 
attractive alternative. However, 
it is not just less expensive. “It 
is also more natural and conve: 
nient,” says Ranoux. “Patients 
choosing NORIF ly want to 
avoid the complications of hor 
mone stimulation.”

(These 
were named after an Australian 
practitioner who found his 
patient mistakenly laying face 
down on a bent up treatment 
table. But surprisingly the 
patient's intractable back pain 
has resolved in the 15 to 20 min- 
utes of waiting for his thera- 
pist.) 

Next, enter the era of 
machines. Historically, repeti- 
tive low grade exercise such as 
walking or swimming has 
always been the hallmark of 
back pain management. Now 
with the "fitness movement" 
equipment companies have capi- 
talized on growing research vali- 
dating the benefits of strength 
and endurance training for 
healthy backs. The Nordic Track 
cross country ski machine 
addresses that need beautifully. 


More expensive and sophisti 
cated equipment (some upwards 
of $50-100k) have-entered the 
scene in recent years. These 
machines aim at isolating 
motion to a limited region of the 
back for the purpose of most 
efficient strength gains. It is 


modeled after Arthur Jones' 
Nautilus equipment. 

Well, the most recent twist is 
to turn to colorful over-inflated 
beach balls almost three feet in 
diameter. These provide a some 
what unstable surface for the 
person sitting, laying or moving 
upon.-Trunk balance and equi- 
librium responses are stimulat- 
ed during exercise for multiple 
body regions often moving or 
working at the same time 
Advocates claim that it automat 
ically reinforces painfree back 
postures during dynamic and 
stalic activities. 

The exercise balls have been 
used for decades for neurologi- 
cal disabilities. However, popu- 
larity quickly increased in their 
use for the back after the San 
Francisco Spine Institute used 
them en masse for the succes

Maxillofacial surgery 


Jaw size and growth abnor- 
malities are fairly common. We 
have all seen individuals with 
big lower jaws (prognathic 
mandibles) and small lower 
jaws (retrognathic mandibles). 

These developmental defor- 
mities can have both tremen- 
dous functional and psychoso- 
cial impact on the affected 
patient. 

Common functional impair- 
ments may include premature 
loss of teeth because of traumat- 
ic occlusion, difficulty in chew- 
ing, TMJ problems, facial pain,

Psychosocial problems are 
less obvious but even more per- 
vasive. All you have to do is look 
at the comic page in the newspa- 
per. The villainous and dumb

People with jaw 
deformities are unfortunately 
labeled. Correction of these jaw 
deformities is possible using a 
combination of surgery and 
orthodontics. New advances 
have minimized or eliminated 
the need to wire jaws together 
for healing. All incisions are 
now made intraorally with no 
facial incisions.

Male infertility is one of soci- 
ety’s best-kept secrets even 
though it affects 40 percent of 
infertile couples. “Recent scien- 
tific breakthroughs now allow us 
to help couples with male factor 
infertility, who previously had 
few alternatives,” explains Dr.

First Step 

“The first step we take in 
treating male infertility is to 
conduct a semen analysis,” says 
Michael Lee, M.S., Director of 
the Center’s Assisted Reproduc- 
tive Technology Laboratory. The 
lab may also test a patient's 
blood to measure levels of repro- 
ductive hormones. 

Medical Intervention 

After the initial evaluation, 
the type of treatment is consid- 
ered. Some men have a mechan- 
ical or physical problem pre- 
venting the transport of sperm 
through the male reproductive 
tract. For those individuals, sur- 
gical alternatives such as epi- 
didymal aspiration, varicocele 
operations or vasectomy rever- 
sal are used to alleviate the 
problem. Others may have hor- 
mone production disorders. 
Hormone replacement therapy 
may be prescribed in these 
cases. 

In Vitro Methods 

“In many cases, we can 
improve the quality of a man’s 
sperm in our laboratory,” says 
Lee. These in vitro or lab meth- 
ods generally are effective in 
increasing the number and per. 
centage of motile, active sperm.

New advances in male infertility treatment 


When a couple has a severe 
male infertility problem, the 
Centcr’s IVF laboratory may 
consider using the microdrop 
technique for increasing the 
ratio of active sperm to the egg. 

Some men develop antibodies 
against their own sperm. Lee’s 
team has a special method to 
reduce the binding of the anti- 
bodies to the sperm, which 
inercases the number of free 
swimming, motile sperm 


New Advances 

If the earlier. mentioned 
methods and procedures do not 
succeed, then the Fertility 
Center of New England special 
ists employ a new, more aggres- 
sive approach called microma 
nipulation. Micromanipulation is 
advantageous to those who have 
abnormally low sperm counts 
and where donor sperm was 
previously the only alternative. 
“Micromanipulation allows us to 
attempt to fertilize eggs that 
would have otherwise had no 
chance of fertilization with con- 
ventional IVF,” explains Dr. 
Cardone. 


SUZI, ICSI & AHA 

Two of the methods of micro- 
manipulation are: Subzonal 
Injection (SUZI) which con: 
of microinjecting four to seven 
sperm directly under the zona 
(thin outer shall of the egg); 
and Intra Cytoplasmic Sperm 
Injection (ICSI) which is direct 
ly injecting one sperm into the 
cytoplasm (outside the nucleus) 
of the egg. 

These procedures are done 
using very fine microneedles at 
200x-400x on an_ inverted 
microscope. According to Lee, 
the tip of a microneedle is thin 
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ner than a piece of sewing 
thread. 

Another micro-technique Lee 
and his team of embryologists 
uses is Assisted Hatching (AHA) 
which may help to increase the 
chances of pregnancy after 
achieving fertilization

TMJ treatment is specialty, 


The temporomandibular 
joints (TMJs) are the joints 
located just in front of each ear 
and allow for the opening and 
closing of the lower jaw. Each is 
essentially a ball in a socket 
arrangement. The ball is part of 


the mandible (lower jawbone) 
and the socket is part of the 
temporal bone of the skull. The 
joint is named the temporo- 
mandibular joint (TMJ) for the 
two bones that make up this 
articulation. Patients that have

TMJ problems with symptoms 
of pain and/or dysfunction of 
the jaw need proper diagnosis 
and treatment for these prob- 
lems. 

Proper diagnosis is essential 
because TMJ problems can be 
inside of the joint or in the mus- 
cles and ligaments around the 
joint. Also, a combination of 
both of these problems often 
occurs. It is important to under- 
stand that a variety of causes 
may be involved in TMJ prob- 
lems. If these causes are not 
identified and resolved or, at 
least controlled, TMJ treatment 
may be initially successful, but 
then symptoms return and the 
treatment ultimately fails. 

The initial treatment for TMJ 
problems usually involve resting 
the jaw and eating a soft consis- 
tency diet. Along with this, there 
are a number of non-surgical 
treatments that may be indicat- 
ed. These may include some or 
all of the following: 

1. Medications (non-narcotic 
and not habit forming) 

Nonsteroidal, _anti- 
inflammatory meds (ex. Advil) 

Muscle relaxant meds 
(ex. Flexoril) 

2. Physical therapy 

3. Stress management 

4. TMJ splint therapy 

Must be properly 
designed and balanced 


5. Treatment of acquired jaw 
habits of clenching or grinding 
the teeth 

These habits are usually 
stress induced and may require 
stress management or hyp- 
notherapy. 

TMJ problems that are not 
resolved by nonsurgical treat- 
ment may require surgery. It 
should be noted that most 
patients with TMJ problems do 
not require surgery, and statisti- 
cally, less than five percent of 
TMJ patients will need surgical 
treatment. When indicated, how- 
ever, there are two types of TMJ 
surgery that may be performed, 
open TMJ surgery and arthro- 
scopic TMJ surgery.

Arthroscopy is a surgical 
technique that is much less 
invasive than open TMJ surgery. 
It also has been associated with 
less complications than open 
TMJ surgery, and it requires a 
shorter time in the hospital 
(day-care surgery only). TMJ 
arthroscopy is performed with a 
smaller version of the sophisti- 
cated instruments that have rev- 
olutionized knee surgery during 
the past decade. The procedure 
requires very small skin inci- 
sions of about one quarter of an 
inch instead of the usual 2 to 2 
1/2 inch incisions that are used 
in open TMJ surgery. The 
results of TMJ arthroscopy have 
been very rewarding with a high 
success rate, minimal complica- 
tions, and short recovery peri- 
ods. 

The TMJ arthroscopy proce- 
dure that can be performed 
today utilizes the most recent 
advance in this field and the 
most updated instrumentation. 


Dr. Allen W. Tarro is a board 
certified oral and maxillofacial 
surgeon who has had a number 
of papers on TMJ arthroscopy 
published in leading profession- 
al journals. He has contributed 
chapters to textbooks about the 
temporomandibular joints. He 
has lectured extensively on this 
subject both nationally and 
internationally.
